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MILWAUKEE BALL 
CLUB PRESIDENT 


DIES AT BANQUE 


Otto Borchert Was Making 
Speech Before Radio Mi- 
crophone When He Had 


Apoplectic Stroke. 


DEVELOPED MANY 
FAMOUS STARS 


He Was Urging Listeners to 
Attend Opening Game in 
Milwaukee When End 


Came. 


By the Associated VPress. 
MILWAUKEE, Wis., April 28.— 
Otto Borchert, owner and presi- 
dent of the Milwaukee ball club, 
fell dead last night while talking 
to 700 baseball fans who were at- 
tending a banquet at the Elks’ 
Club in honor of him and his team. 


A microphone stood before Mr. 
Borchert, on the speakers’ table. 
He was telling an anecdote from 
his earlier life when his voice 
broke off in the middle of a sen- 
tence. He fell back in his chair 
and slumped forward on the table. 

Pat H. Bowler, toastmaster, at 
Borchert’s left, and Dick Mead, 
president of the Toledo ball club, 
at his right, carried the atricken 
beseball man to an antecroom. 
where physicians made a vain ef- 
fort to revive him. An apoplectic 
stroke was the cause of death. 

Developed Many Stars. 

Borchert, who had _ controlled 
the Milwaukee club for seven 
years, wag one of the best known 
men in organized baseball, and 
under his regime many leading 
major league players were devel- 
oped at Milwaukee. Some of them 
were Joe Hauser, formerly of the 
’Philadelphia Athletics; Al Simmons, 
Athletics; Fred Schulte, St. Louis 
Browns; Oscar Mellilo, Browns: 
Lance Richbourg, Boston Braves; 
Johnny Mostil, Chicago White Sox; 
Rube Walberg, Athletics, and Tay- 
lor Douthit, Cardinals. 

Borchert was born in Milwau- 
kee, Aug. 14, 1874. The news of 
Borchert’s death brought many ex- 
pressions of regret from his asso- 
clates. Robert J. Connery, owner 
of the St. Paul club, said that the 
American Association suffered a 
distinct loss. 

“He was a colorful character in 
baseball and while I have not al- 
ways agreed with him on matters 
of policy, I knew that he believed 
he was working for the best inter- 
ests of the game in everything he 
did,” Connery said. “The game 
has lost a sincere friend in his un- 
timely death.” 


Apparently in Normal Health. 


Borchert’s wife, Mrs. Ruby Bor- 
chert was at home listening to his 
radio speech when her husband col- 
lapsed. 

Puzzled and somewhat alarmed 
at the abrupt termination of the 
discourse, Mrs. Borchert turned 
the dials of her radio set in an ef- 
fort to relocate her husband's 
voice. A moment later the tele- 
phone rang and she was summoned 
to the Elks Club, where she col- 
lapsed. 

Borchert apparently had been in 
normal health. At noon he had 
lunched with friends at the Mil- 
waukee Athletic Club and was in 
a cheerful mood, urging them to 
attend the opening baseball game 
set for today with Toledo. 

As a tribute to the decendent’s 
memory the series of three games 
has been postponed. The opening 
home game will be played Sunday 
with Columbus. 

Funeral services probably will be 
held Saturday afternoon, with the 
Elks ang Masonic lodges in charge. 
Borchert was a thirty-second de- 
gree Mason. 

Borchert was identified with the 
Cream City Boxing Club of Mil- 
waukee, which staged many impor- 
tant bouts here. ’ 


Entered Baschall in 1921. 


He purchased an interest in the 
Milwaukee baseball club in 1921, 
when Clarence Rowland, now an 
American League umpire, relin- 
quished his interest. Two years 
ago he obtained control. 

Borchert was instrumental in the 
development of many baseball stars 
and his shrewd deals with major 
league owners brought large sums 
of money to the Milwaukee club. 
He often accompanied his team on 
road trips. Besides his widow, he 
is survived by a daughter, Florence. 

T. J. Hickey, president of the 
American Association, who was at 
the banquet, issued the following 
statement: 

“Borchert has been a good sports- 
man. He has always been for 
measures that were beneficial to 
baseba!!.”

RAIDERS DYNAMITE 
HUGE STILL IN COUNTY 


30,000 Gallons of Mash at 
Plant Near Manchester Road 
Also Destroyed. 


One of the largest and most com- 
plete moenshining distilleries ever 
found in St. Louis County, capable 
of bringing to its owners an in- 
come of $1125 a day, which in- 
cluded a still which could produce 
250 gallons of alcohol a day and 
four vats containing 30,000 gallons 
of mash, was destroyed yesterday 
by dynamite by Deputy Constables 
of Central Township. 

The apparatus was found in a 
barn on a deserted farm a quarter 
of a mile south of Manchester road, 
just west of Kirkwood. The equip- 
ment was still warm, indicating 
that a quantity of moonshine re- 


cently had been made. ‘ 
Since ownership of the still 


could not be asce:tained, a John 
Doe search warrant was issued. A 
farm house near the barn was 
also deserted. 

The raiders were led by Chief 
Deputy Constable Boenecke. 


Two Men Completing Gigantic Still 
Are Arrested. 

As two men were putting the fin- 
ishing touches toa gigantic still, 
capable of producing 500 gallons of 
alcoho! daily, in the hilly district 
two miles east of Collinsville yes- 
terday, they were arrested by pro- 
hibition agents. They gave their 
names as Henry Mattea and Wil- 
liam Markett{ and are held in jail 
at Edwardsville, charged with vio- 
lating the national prohibition law. 
The distillery was elaborately 
arranged in two new frame build- 
ings. One building contained the 
still. The other, a short distance 
away, contained a vat containing 
50,000 gallons of fermenting mash, 
hidden under loose planks in the 
floor. The buildings were con- 
nected by pipes buried two feet un- 
derground, to be used in pumping 
the mash to the still. A new gaso- 
line pump was also confiscated. 

At current bootleg prices, the 
owners of the still would have real- 
ized $2225 daily from the  aastill’s 
output.

What Cutting the Dike Will Do.

It ig expected to lower 
the river three feet at the upper 
end of the city and nearly four feet 
at the lower end.

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JURY SETS RECORD

Martin Johnston, 22, Gets 
Longest Prison Sentence 
Ever Given by Deliberate 
Act of St. Louis Panel. 


A 50-year penitentiary sentence 
was imposed by a jury in Circuit 
Judge Pearcy’s Court last night on 
Martin Johnston, 22 years old, of 
2517 Mullanphy street, an ex-con- 
vict, for a filling station robbery 
in which he and another man ob- 
tainea $83.31. 

This was the severest punish- 
ment for robbery decided 
upon by the free act of a jury in 
St. Louis. Heretofore, a 25-year 
sentence has been the = longest. 
However, a Negro woman, charged 
with robbery under the habitual 
criminal act, was sentenced to life 
imprisonment—the maximum pun- 
ishment—in 1923. 
the jury had no choice as to the 
length of the sentence, the maxi- 
mum punishment being mandatory 
when the habitual criminal act is 
involved. 

Relying on an insanity defense, 
Johnston did not testify in his own 
behalf.

City Needs Million More 


to Fix Streets 


Last Winter Harder Than Usual on Thor- 
oughfares, Director Brooks Tells Safety 
Council School for Auto Drivers. 


“Holes in our streets? Yes, there 
are thousands of them.” 

Thus Director of Streets and 
Sewers Brooks entered into a dis- 
cussion of his department’s prob- 
lems, reviewing what it had done 
in recent years, what it hoped to 
do and its present difficulties, in 
an address before the Safe Drivers’ 
School for Women Operators con- 
ducted under the auspices of the 
St. Louis Safety Council, yesterday 
afternoon. 

“We have just passed through 
a winter whichh as been harder 
on our streets than in many years, 
and we have the tremendous job 
of getting them back into decent 
shape. The real job is to take the 
money allotted to the department 
and make it go as far as possible, 
realizing that we need at least 
$1,000,000 more. 

Cost of Labor Higher. 

“For example, there are 1007.53 
miles of streets in St. Louis.. For 
the macadam and dirt streets a to- 
tal of 465 miles, this department 


was allot::d last year. $230,804, 
about $34,000 less than was allot- 
ted in 1912-13, when labor was 
$1.50 a day and teams $4 a day. 


Today labor costs $3.50 a day and 
teams $7. 

“Last year we had 133,000 mo- 
tor vehicles on our streets, this 
year we will probably have 150,- 
00.4. Something must be done to 
increase the amount of money for 
street work, or your autom °%!' s 
and yourselves will suffeg, 

“The administration in its first 
year built 42 miles of streets. Eight 
thousand units have been installed 
in our lighting -ssystem. Within 
two years St. Louis lighting will be 
the most modern in the world. 
These lights eliminate glare and 
we drive in safety. Pedestrians 
are visible and therefore freer from 
the possibility of being run down. 

“Signals have been - placed at 
busy intersections in proximity of 
schools and churches. The ex- 
pense of police officers at these 
places would be prohibitive. Sig- 
nals are a cheaper substitute. 
Where we cannot have either offi- 
cers or signals we use signs— 
Boulevard Stop, Slow—Hazard, No 
Parking, Safety Zone, etc. Eigh- 
teen boulevards, having a _ total 
length of 50 miles, have been post- 
ed with 900 boulevard stop signs. 
The marking of roadways with 
white lines or mushroom markers, 
and the painting of crosswalks, 
have also helped both pedestrians 
and drivers.”

The political career of Albert J. Beveridze, 
in its entirety, is a tragedy of a high order. It rises 
to almost sublime heights of achievement and prom- 
ise, and then graduailiy falis to a denouement of frus- 
tration.

INJURED IN FALL, DIES 


Former Democratic, State 
Leader, 88, Succumbs to 
Shock and Complications. 


Maj. Harvey W. Salmon, former 
chairman of the Democratic State 
Committee, former State Treasurer, 
a veteran of the Confederate Army 
and an influential factor in Demo- 
cratic State politics from shortly 
after the Civil War until about 25 
years ago, died yesterday at the 
Missouri Baptist Sanitarium. He 
was 88 years old. His death was 
due to shock and complications 
from a broken arm, suffered in a 
fall Monday at the Marion Hotel, 
4489 Washington boulevard, where 
he resided. 

Maj. Salmon’s political activity 
ended in 1905, when the banking 
house of Salmon & Salmon at Clin- 
ton, Mo., in which he was a partner, 
failed, with losses aggregating ap- 
proximately $700,00 and wiping out 
the modest fortune of the Salmon 
family. 

Conviction Is Reversed. 

Although it was shown that Maj. 
Salmon had had little personal part 
in the management of the bank 
for several years before its collapse 
he was indicted and tried on a 
charge of assenting to the recep- 


ition of deposits after the bank was

After having served in the Con- 
federate Army throughout the Civil] 
War, and having been a prisoner 
many months in Federal prisons. 
Maj. Salmon refused to take the 
Oath of allegiance until 1872, when 
he was elected State ‘Treasurer, an 
office he held for one term of two 
years. 

In the succeeding years he was a 
party to all Democratic political 
conferences in the State, and in the 
campaign of the late Senator Stone 
fer the governorship in 1892. and 
in the first Bryan campaign for the 
presidency in” 1896, Maj.
